They 
may treat the lauds susceptible of irriga- 
tion as intrinsically of the same value 
where the application of water is alone 
considered.

property-holders has unirrigated land 
that is worth $50 an acre, and the other 
lias put water on his land and made it 
worth $200 an acre. If the Assessor of 
the District had assessed one at the same 
valuation as the other, the Board could 
equalize them.

All 
that can be done is tu patiently, tire- 
tosslv undo, as best may be done, the 
damage resulting in each case, and over 
and over again dig out the line of the 
roads and push on the trains from point 
to point as opportunity affords.

Chinaman, for $100, the alleged balance 
due on a lot of Muscat grapevines fur" 
niahed by ihe Chinaman to Bienenfield. 


The testimony showed that in Febru- 


ary, 1338, Hi Loy sold to Bienenfield 
20,000 rooted Muscat vines at $3 per 
thousand. Tho buyer, within a week 
afterwards, paid the Chinaman |60 on 
account, leaving a balance due of $100, 
and he told the Chinaman that he would 
not pay Hi Lqy this balance until he 
saw that the vines were true to name, 
lie promised that he would give lli Loy 
the money 
by 
the 
firtt 
oi last 


October, as he would know by that 
time whether the vines were Muscats 
or not, and that if they turned out 
to be as represented Hi Loy would 
get Ins money. He gave Hi Loy a note 
for the $10J, which the Chinaman, being 
unable to read, accepted on Uienenfield's 
assertion that the note was signed by 
iimself. 


A WORTHLESS NOTE. 


Three or four months afterwards the 


jhinaman offered the note to oae of the 
umber companies hi payment of, a bill, 
and the company refused to accept it, as 
t was signed by Uienen field's foreman 
uatead of by Bienenfield. 


Bienenfield testified that there wan a 


private arrangement between himself 
and his foreman, -whereby the foreman 
was to pay the Chinaman for the vines, 
and Bienenfield was to pay the foreman. 


Mr. Beaton put Bienenfield through a 


searching croas-exa mi nation as to the 
motive that prompted him to make such 
a Circumlocution office about paying an 
honest debt. The witness got a little 
warm and th'e lawyer kept up the pur- 
suit. The witness appealed to the Judge 
two or three times as to whether he 
could bo obliged to answer such (men- 
tions, and the Court informed him that 
the questions were proper and should be 
answered.

It was a repetition of 
the oft-told story. Two desperate men 
got upon the train, taking their station 
aa near tho locomotive as possible, and 
finally crawled over the tender, covering 
the engineer and fireman with pistols or 
gun% stopped the train and compelled 
the captured men to go with them to the 
express car and ask tho metsenger to 
open the door in order that their lives 
might not be sacrificed. 
Kvery few 


months during the past few years a like 
robbery baa been reported from some 
section of tho country, with hardly any 
variation of dulails. Duly i» exceptional 
i-asea has redisjtaiicu been made, and 
murder has mulled in those. The suc- 
cess of train robbers ia eluding arrest 
has 
encouraged additional robberies, 


after each robbery tho express com- 
panies pay the losses and tend their de- 
tectives out to assist local oilicers in 
hunting the robbers down.
